TWO EXPERTS ARE HERE 


They Visited the Sha ft This Mo rning* 
a nd Will Ma ke Ano ther 
Trip To mo rro w. 


Messrs. Uirig N: Moore, ex peri­ 
enced miners and gentlemen of 
means from Pittsbu rg, Kas., came 
to Sedalia last night to inv estigate 
as to the ex tent of the recent dis­ 
cov ery of jack on the forty -acre 
tract of land owned by Ju dge Z. 
F. Bailey and Rev . J. M. Plannett 
in Northwest Sedalia. 
The v isitors are thorou ghly fa­ 
miliar with the mining interests at 
Joplin and Au rora, and they had 
heard so mu ch talk regarding the 
recent strike here that they decided 
to giv e it their personal inv esti­ 
gation. 
This morning, in company with 
Ju dge Bailey , they paid a v isit to 
the shaft from which the ore is 
being taken. 
They were u nable 
to go down into the mine, as the 
water is being pu mped ou t today , 
bu t they will do so tomorrow 
morning. 
They made a critical inspection 
of the land and its su rrou ndings, 
then ex amined the jack that had 
been brou gl^t to the su rface, bu t 
had nothing to say as to what they 
thou ght of the ou tlook u ntil they 
retu rned to the city . 
“ Do y ou know what y ou ’v e got 
ou t there?” asked Mr. Ulrig of 
Ju dge Bailey . 
“ No, I cannot say that I do,” 
answered the ju dge. 
“ I do know, 
howev er, that we’v e got a hole in 
the grou nd.” 
“ Well, I’vfe not made all the in­ 
v estigation that I intend to, bu t 
I ’v e made enou gh to conv ince me 
that y ou hav e in y ou r mine the 
richest form of jack that comes ou t 
of the grou nd,” v olu nteered Mr. 
Ulrig. 
Bey ond this he was non-commit­ 
tal. He and his partner,Mr. Moore, 
are ev idently here for bu siness, 
thou gh, and when they are ready 
to take their departu re they will 
be thorou ghly satisfied in their 
own minds as to whether or not 
Sedalia has jack or lead in pay ing 
qu antities. 
Mr. Helsel, who has a three 
y ears’ lease on the Bailey -Plannett 
tract, has nev er lost faith in the u l­ 
timate u nearthing of almost inex ­ 
hau stible qu antities of high grade 
ore here. 
One y ear of his lease 
has 
ex pired, 
bu t 
he 
feels 
confident that the people of Seda­ 
lia are slowly bu t su rely arou sing 
themselv es to the importance of 
pu shing the work, and that an 
* abu ndance of capital will soon be 
placed at his command to begin on 
an ex tensiv e scale.

\Yhile crossing the company’s 
lake in the evening, on his way 
home, he says he was attacked by 
a man he thought was bent on rob­ 
bery. 
He knocked the man out of 
his skiff and was thrown out of his 
own boat in the scutlle. 
Then he 
swam to shore. 
Thinking, he says, that he had 
killed the would-be robber, Peters 
fled the country, 
lie enlisted in 
the Fourth Tennessee volunteers 
under an assumed name and went 
to Cuba. 
The day after his disappearance 
his hat was found iloating on the 
lake. 
The men who found it sus­ 
pected foul play and informed the 
authorities of their suspicions. A n 
investigation followed and Charles 
Force and W ill Sane were arrested. 
The people of Ripley attempted 
to lynch them, but they were per­ 
suaded to let the law take its course 
by J. W . Peters, brother of the 
suspected victim. 
Force and Sane 
were tried and acquitted. 
Wednesday Peters turned up at 
Washington,' 
Franklin 
county, 
where his wife and children have 
been living. 
He said he did not know until 
he reached home that he had com­ 
mitted no crime and that he ex­ 
pected to be arrested. 
He is heir 
to part of an estate.
